rHE PENDLETON BILL. 

The World to-day dwells on the passage of 
the Pendteton bill. It says: **The passage of 
Mr. Pendleton’s civil service reform bill, 
even with the mutilations and absurdities in- 
fiicted upon it in the Senate, marks a won- 
derful change in public opinion. The Sen- 


ate of the United States is probably less sen- 
sitive to changes in public opinion than 
any other body 0 public men in 
the country, and that the Senate should have 
passed the bill —— the change. ‘There | 
is no doubt that the Democrats have fore- 

gone a party advantage in voting for the bill, 
Office-seeking is not the all-powerful agency 
in bringing about political changes that Mr. 
Brown, of Georgia, pretended that it was. | 
But still it is an agency and the Democrats 
have givenitup. itis a bitter pill te. many 
Democrats to know that the votes of Demo- 
cratic Senators have tended to secure in of- 
fice some thousands of men who, while hold- 
ing public offices, the duties of which have 
properly nothing to do_ with party 
politics, have perverted their offices to 
political purposes and behaved themselves 
as furious and unscrupulous partisans. But 
civil service reform must begin at some defi- 
nite time and must find one 
or the other party in office. 
It would be foolish to cherish extravagant 
expectations of this measure or to imagine 
that the fate of the principle of civil service 
reform is involved in the _ operation 
oi its provisions. But the principle is estab- 
lished as the rule of future legislation, and 
Mr. Pendieton is entitied to congratulation 
upon the success of his zealous, intelligent 
and persevering efforts.” 

OBLIQUITY OF JUDICIAL VISION. 

Speaking of the decision in the te.egraph 
cases, the ‘Times to-day says: ‘“Lhose 
familiar with the singular readiness shown 
by prominent stock-jobbers to seek the court 
of Judge Truax will appreciate the distinc- 
tion which should be made in his case be- 
tween a mere error of judgment and an ac- 
quired obliquity of judicial vision. The 
muddle created by his actionin the present 
case is serious enough to warrant severe 
criticism, even on the most favorable con- 
struction of his motives. Nor does the trans- 
action assume any more favorable aspect for 
those engaged in it from the fact that, pending 
the injunction proceedings before Judge 
Arnoux, the directors of the Western Union 
have anticipated the payment of the January 
dividend, thereby defeating the prohibition 
of the court against paying a_  div- 
idend on the block of stock 
in question. Though the court 
could not judicially take knowledge that the 
anticipation of dividends had any bearing on 
the proceedings before it, the Rignificant re- 
mark is mede that ‘Tf it should hereafter be 
proved that this action has been unusual and 
has been indnced by fear of the decision of 
the court on thie motion,’ the eminently re- 
spectable gentlemenon the board of direct- 
ots ‘may tind that they bave assumed a re- 
sponsibility greater than they now contem- 
late.’ Mr. Jay Gould’s control over the 
judges of the higher courts of this city is ev- 
idently not yet complete.

New York, December 28.—Oscar Wilde 
has sailed for Liverpool on the steamer Both- 
niay’ The fact of his going was not generally 
known, and he escaped the scrutiny of curi- 
ous people which would haye otherwise at- 
tended his departure. His friend Mr. Nor- 
maa Forbes, of Mme. Modjeska’s troupe, was 
the only person at the steamer with him. 
The early morning was chilly, and Mr. Wilde 
were his fur collar buttoned closelv about 
bis neck, and beneath was tied a heavy old 
gold silk scarf. It was bright moonlight 
when Mr. Forbes and a reporter greeted 
him, 

“You see,” he said, as he raised his hat 
and allowed his long hair tolinger for a mo- 
ment in the moonlight, “‘my going away 

HAS BEEN KEPT QUIET. 
Onty a few of my personal friends know of 
it, and I persuaded them not to get up at so 
early an hour to see me away.” 

“Did you enjoy your visit to this country?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Very much indeed,” he replied. “I think

her friends, and I think I know that she 
would do nothing to injure her reputation.

Mr. Wilde did not answer directly. He 
placed his right foot on the rail, rested his 
chin on his hand, and gazed meditatively at 
the waning moon.

“Of course the American press is very dif- 
ferent from our English press. The English 
press is made up of facts, while the Ameri- 
can press is imagination. But you have 
many brilliant writers and courteous jour- 
nalists. But, as I said before, your dramat- 
ic critics have been rather hard on Mrs. 
Langtry. They should be a little more chiv- 
alrous.”’ 

‘‘Will you ever return to this country, Mr. 
Wilde ?”’ 

“Oh yes!” ne replied, “I hope to return

The Fight on Western Union 
Growing Bitter and Serious. 


Restraining the Payment of Dividends-- 
“Uncle” Rufus Talks--President Green In- 
terviewed=-Row Between the Big Monopo- 
lists. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 28.—The decision of 
Judge Arnoux, restraining the payment of 
dividends by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, has fallen like a bombshell into 
the monopolists’ camp. That decision is 
given upon the ground that the $75,526,590 
issued to its stockholders, and upon which 
the dividends were to be paid and in fact 
have largely been paid, was illegally issued 
and had nothing to represent it. The legal 
effect of this decision is that such transfer 
of stock as may have been included in this 
amount is worthless, however innocent the 
holders may be into whose hands it has 
passed. In regard to the stock other than 
the stock dividend, $15,226,590, Judge Ar- 
noux says that an equity exists that 
the court must take notice of, and that 
until the consolidation contract is 
wholly rescinded "the holders + of that 
which represents property should receive 
their share of the earnings. In the case of 
Rufus Hatch against the Western Union 
Company, in which ametion was made for 
the renewal of the original injunction ob- 
tained some three years ago, Judge Arnoux 
has decided that the motion for a renewal of 
the injunction against a declaration of a div- 
idend upon the $15,526,590 ulready referred 
to in the former case must be granted with 
costs. Mr. Josiah C. Reef has also 
brought suit against the same company 
before Judge Arnoux by which he seeks to 
restrain Jay Gould and his asseciates from 


carrying out a sclieme by which the directors 
who declared the dividend are now seeking 
to avoid the consequences of their acts by 
creating a mortgage with bonds to the 
amount of $19,847,019, or, at least, $15,526,590. 
The citizens of Pennsylvania also seek to re- 
cover suit against the Western Union. Their 
case was to have been heard yesterday by 
State Attorney-General Palmer, but 
at the request of Attorney- 
General Brewster, who represents the 
Telegraph Company, the case has been 
adjourned until January 6. As soon as the 
decision of Judge Arnoux became known 
A PRIVATE CONSULTATION WAS HELD 
between Jay Gould and Norwin Green, the 
principal officers of the company and the 
company’s legal advisers, lasting for some 
time, at which it is understood that a general 
policy of legal aggression is to be inaugurat- 
ed inthe event of Judge Arnoux’s ruling 
being maintained. In other words it is to be 
‘‘war to the knife,” in which contest the 
ones having the largest purse-strings expect 
to win.

Sudden Death of Capt. Paye Under 
Most Curious Circumstances.

Indications That the Man was Poisoned~-Do~ 
mestic Troubles Rumored as the Cause--A 
Young Wife Under Surveillance--Her Sus 
picious Actions.

NEw York, December 28.—There is not a 
more widely known family of boatmen along 
the Hudson River than the Payes. Their 
father was an old rivercaptain. His sons, 
David W., John and Charles took to the 
river early and all became captains of ves- 
sels. They were all rugged men, inclined to 
be wild in their younger years, and were able 
fellows in a rough and tumble. Later in life 
they became members of the Methodist 
Church in Matteawan, two miles east of 
Fishkill, and they were active church officers. 
The sudden death of Capt. David W. Paye, 
on Monday last, at midnight, under circum- 
stances that aroused suspicion that he had 
been poisoned, is the chief topic in Fishkill 
and om, the many boatmen along the 
river who knew him. He lived in a one-and- 
a-half story house with his wife and their 
little girl about two yearsold. Mrs. Paye, 
who is- his second wife, a daugh 
of John Ferguson, a brickyard laborer, of 
Byrnesville. She was married to Capt. Paye 
four years ago, when she was about 18 years 
old. She is good looking, a little above the 
medium height, slender and has light hair 
and eyes. Grace Paye, 21 years old, is a 
daugh of Captain Paye and of his first

Last Saturday 
evening Dr. Tiel called the attention of the 
Coroner, Dr. J. P. Schenck, to the case, and 
on Sunday Dr. Schenck went to Capt. Paye’s 
house to take 

HIS ANTE-MORTEM STATEMENT, 

but he found him too weak to testify. His 
condition grew worse and on Tuesday morn- 
ing he died m great agony. On Tuesda 
evening Drs. H. Slack, Tiel, Morch and 
Culsen ‘made a post-mortem examination. 
Traces of arsenic were strong enough to cen- 
vinee them that his death had been caused by 
that poison. Parts of the lungs, stemach, 
liver, intestines and of the contents of the 
stomach were taken to New York by the Cor- 
oner and were delive r.

MISGUIDED SENATORS. 

The PENDLETON civil service reform bil! has 
passed the Senate after a debate which suffic- 
ed to place nearly every Senator on the record 
either in favor of or in opposition to the 
principle involved, and in its final passage it 
found just five votes against it, which, with 
the eight who were paired against it, makes 
thirteen Senators so dull of wit,so biear-eyed 
and so obtuse as to try the experiment of 
spitting against the east wind when the 
wind was blowing very hard. 

These thirteen Senators were all of them, 
unfortunately, Democrats, and while some of 
them are of that class whose Senatorial ex- 
istence is known only by the roll-call, there 
were one or two who have posed as_ states- 
men and aspired to the position of leaders. 
The “Hon. Pork Barrow,” of Georgia, who 
has just presented his credentials, wis able 
to cast his first vote against common sense, 
in company with his older and stupider col- 
league, Brown, who made quite a powerful 
speech against the bill. Vooruess, of ln- 
diana, who also had raised his powerful! 
voice against the east wind, found himself 
in almost solitary grandeur, the only other 
Senator not from the South who voted with 
him being McPuERSON, of New Jersey. 

The rest were all Democrats of the Bour- 
bon class) Beck, of Kentucky, who will be 
much astonished to see his speech used asa 
campaign document by the Republicans in 
two years from now, was supported by 
WitiiaMs, of Kentucky, whose speech has 
already gone across the country, amid the 
jeers and scorn of a nation. Puan, who 
tried to amend the bill, showed the sincerity 
of his amendment by voting against the bill 
on its passage, his colleague, MORGAN, stand- 
ing by him to mark Alabama as one of the 
retrograde States. The rest, Maxry, JONAS, 
CaL., Vance and CAMDEN, represent Texas, 
Louisiana, Florida. North Carolina and West 
Virginia, States which are “rock-rooted in 
t»eir Democracy” and prepared to send “a 
yellow dog or a Comanche Indian” to Con- 
gress from any district in the State. 

The stupidity ofthese Senators is all the 
more astonishing becanse they recognize in 
politics no higher motive than the spoils; 
they are not over-scrupulous men; they have 
in the past been willing to throw aside very 
serious convictions for the chance of getting 
into power, and yet to-day they willfully 
throw aside the best chance they have had 
of ever getting into power, rather than pass 
a bill which involves no sacrifice of anything 
atall. They have not learned the lesson of 
that first great Bourbon, Hungry of Navarre, 
who, when called on to pay a certain defer- 
ence to the scruples of those Catholie sub- 
jects whom he wished to win, saia: “Paris is 
well worth a mass.”” These modern Bour- 
bons say that the control of the Government 
of this country is not worth a competitive 
examination. 


CORPORATIONS AS PERSONS. 
Some of the original advocates of the 
Fourteenth Amendment are much exercised 
over Mr. ConKLinoe’s method of construing 
that amendment for the benefit of corpora- 
tions. California law, it seems, provides for 
the taxation of railroad property by rules not 
applicable to the property of persons. In 
taxing the property of the latter, debts are 
deducted from the assessed value. This is 
done on the theory that such deduction is 
necessary to avoid double taxation, as the 
debts of the property-owners are taxable as 
credits in the hands of the holder. But rail- 
road property is not allowed such a deduc- 
tion, becanse railroads, being generally built 
with borrowed capital and covered with 
mortgages held beyond the tax jurisdiction 
of the State, would thereby entirely 
escape taxation. So a State Board 
in California assesses a corporation’s prop- 
erty as a whole to it, making no deduction 
for mortgages, and apportions the whole 
valuation among the counties in which the 
property lies. 

In attempting tocollect its share of the 
taxes of the Southern Pacific Railroad the 
county of San Mateo was beaten in the 
United States Cireult Court, and, an appeal 
having been taken to the United States 
Supreme Court, Mr. Conxkuiove has made an 
able argument for the railroad company in 
that court, taking the ground that the Gal- 
ifornia discrimination is a violation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 

That amendment, notoriously framed for 
the single purpose of declaring the citizen- 
ship and securing the equal civil rights of all 
persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, forbade any State to make or enfore 
lawe abridging the privileges and immunities

ly to protect negroes and Union men in their 
civil rights in the South, where it was feared 
they would be persecuted with hostile class 
legislation growing out of race prejudice, 
etc. The object was to prevent the enforce- 
ment of State laws made applicable to the 
civil rights of one class of citizens of the 
Union and not .to those of another ciass. 
But now comes ex-Senator CONKLING, asso- 
ciated with Senator Ebmunps as attorney 
for the road, and argues that, as a corpora- 
tion is a personin the eye of the law, the 
Fourteenth Amendment forbidsthe enforce- 
mentof any State law which denies to cor- 
porations the civil rights and immunities ac- 
corded to other persons or which discrimi- 
nates against corporations in methods of 
taxation or otherwise by measures applied to 
corporations and not to other persons. 

This strained construction, we are told, will, 
if adopted by the Supreme Court, put an end 
to all State regulation of railroads, and 
wipe out most of the oxisting statutes which 
are, from the necessity of the case, applica- 
ble to corporations alone. If the Supreme 
Court should take Mr. ConkLinge’s view of 
the matter and affirm the decision of Mr. 
Justice Figip and the U. S. Circuit Judge of 


other amendment erasing so much of the 
Fourteenth as may be susceptible of the Conx- 
Line construction, Neither its framers nor 
the Legislatures that adopted it ever dream- 
ed of any such application of its provis- 
ions, and it does not seem possible that’ the 
Supreme Court will so construe it, or that 
Mr. ConKLING himself, if on the bench, would 
decide in accordance with the argument he 
has made as an advocate. 


Ir has been repeatedly stated in the news- 
papers of this city—and we had fallen into 
the same belief—that the charters of the va- 
rious street. car companies prohibited the 
employment of what is known as bob-tail 
cars. Mr. Jutrus Watsn, President of the 
Union Railway Company, who ls about to 
introduce the bob-tails on his line during the 
middle of the day, desires to have this popu- 
lar error corrected. There is nothingin the 
ordinances of the city specifying either the 
kind of cars to be used or the number of 
drivers or conductors to be employed. In 
numerous damage cases brought against 
street car companies the court has been re- 
quested to instruct that the running of bob- 
tall cars was a violation of the law, but in 
every instance ench instructions have beer 
denied.

The Creve Ceur Lake Discussion. 
ST. Louis, December 27, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In an Interview with John F. Long., Esa., pub- 
lished in your issue of the 25th Inst.. he is report- 
ed as making the following statement: “So the 
field notes, as you were familiar with them, run 
inte ortake [n parts of the lake?” He replied 
promptly, “The corners are all made on the banks 
and the lines meander the lake shore. The Creve 
Coeur Lakes unquestionably belong to the Gov- 
ernment.” Mr. Long also says he frequently bad 
occasion to trace the lines of sections pordering 
on Creve Coour Lake. The only survey I find that 


Mr. Long ever made on the lake was in the parti- 
tron suit of John K. Hempstead et al. vs. Sterhen 
K. Hempstead. in the St. Louis Land Court, deto- 
ber term, 1857,!n which he, Olly Williams and 
Wm. F. Essex were appointed commissioners to 
divide the property between the heirs. Mr. Long 
surveyed the land and made a plat marked “Ex- 
hibit C,” which was_ filed in report of 
eommissioners and confirmed March 25. 1858. 
[It appears from said plat filed by Mr. Long 
that the lines of the subdivision as made 
by him extend and project into the lake 
25 chains or over a quarter of a mile. Thisisa 
flat contradiction of his statement in his inter- 
view. Reference is made to said ecommissioner’s 
report and filed and recorded November 1, 1858, {n 
the Recorder's office of St. Louts, book 211, pages 
104 and following. 

Mr. Long says the lake unquestionably belongs 
to the Government. Any man whose memory ik 
80 faulty is unquestionably 1 Rg ge to use 
a mild term, in passing upon the private rights of 
others in the public prints, Although a layman, 
without examination of the lawor facts in the 
case he has set his judgment up against the judg- 
ment of Judge Edwarda, who after a patient hear- 
ing. and an exhaustive review of the law of ripar- 
lan rights, decided that. notwithstanding the calls 
in a deed were to a corner on the bank of the lake, 
the owner was entitied to the land to the middle 
of the lake, as an incident or appurtenant thereto.

Charles Derby, the Salem victim of lepro- 
sy, continues to be the cause of much inter- 
among medical authorities in general and 

che Salem city authorities in particular. As 
‘yet it has not been definitely decided what 
‘arrangements shall be made concerning the 
future care of the leper, but it is certain that 
- will be cept Isolated, wherever he may at 
length besent. Fora time there was talk of 
building a small house in which he, with the 
person taking care of him, should live, but 
that idea has been abandoned. (It 
has been suggested that he be placed 
in charge of the Massachusetts ner- 
al Hospital, where he could receive 
adequate attention and at the same time be 
of service in the lectures delivered before the 
students of the medical schools, affording a 
practical Niustration of the ase. And 
this calls to mind the interesting fact that the 
discovery of the real character of Derby’s 
disease was due to two medical students now 
in this city, but natives of the Hawalian 
Islands, who atonce, on hearing of the symp- 
toms, recognized the insiduous, incurable dis- 
ease s0 prevalent and so much dreaded in 
their far-away home, and warned the au- 
thorities of the danger of having such a case 


| at liberty. 


It would avail nothing that the Americans 
are cleanly and take good care of their per- 
sons, for the Hawaiians are scrupulously 
neat and thrifty, and the disease attacks all 
classes indiscriminately, and casts 

A MOURNFUL BLIGHT 

over the distant island of the Pacific ocean. 
The authorities there for some years neg- 
lected the disease, and it was not until — 
that they became aroused to the terrible fact 
that the entire population would at length be- 
come involved unless measures were taken 
to isolate every case as fast as it appeared. 
Accordingly the western part of the Island 
of Molokai was designated as the place to 
which every leper should be sent, whether or 
no. The colony already numbers over 2,000 

ersons, no one of whom can ever return to 

ome or friends, but must await with such 
fortitude as he may be able to muster the inev- 
itabie, cheerless doom. Were Dante to re- 
turn toearth and rewrite his Inferno he 
would doubless place his famous warning, 
“Abandon hope, all ye who enter here,” over 
the entrance to the lepers’ colony in Molokai 
island. Some of the ablest of the islanders 
are among the doomed. 

William Ragsdale. the first governor of the 
colony, was, before he was attacked by the 

lague, one of the most gifted men in Hono- 
ulu, and had immense influence with the 
government, but the discovery of his condi- 
tion caused his immnrediate banishment. 
None are ever allowed to return. A steamer 
visits the isiand three times a week for the 
urpose of carrying provisions, mails and 
epers, 

erby was seven years ago discovered by 
the Hawaiian authorities to be a. victim of 
the disease and received a sentence of ban- 
ismment. Dreading its execution as one 
dreads death, he made his escape and went 
t) San Francisco, whence he was also ban- 
ished. His first knowledge of the fact that 
he was a leper came with

of perhaps the size of a ten cent piece on his 
left temple. Siowly but surely has his case 
grown worse, until now there is a large scale 
on either of the nose, which organ is much 
enlarged by the disease, while the ears are 
swollen, and one foot is badly infected about 
the toes, and one hand has been attacked. 
Small tubercles appear on different parts of 
the face. in rubbing his hands together, as 
one would do in washing. a perfect shower 
of white particles falls to the floor. His 
voice is hoarse and his throat sore. One eye 
ls in a frightful condition, and the other, 
from which the vision has not yet entirely 
tied, is fast following the course of its com- 
panion. And yet he suffers no pain. 

Tho nunfbness characteristic of leprosy 
holds perfectly in his case as in every other. 
Thrust a pin, @ needle ora sharp knife into 
bis hands, feet or face, and he feels it not. 
Even his eyes cause him no inconventence, 
save the horrible “ye ee constantly in his 
mind that the light of day will to him very 
soon be shut out forever. He eats ali kinds 
of food with a relish, sleeps soundly and 
well, moves abeut with comparatively little 
inconvenience, and bathes and to some ex- 
tent takes care of his diseased limbs without 
outside help.

ight occur, in which case the party or 
parties so inoculated would inevitably be- 
ome vietims of the frightful disease. Aside 
from methods such as these, there is thought 
by authorities on the subject to be no 
danger of a communication of the disease 
from one person to another. In fact, at 
Honolulu, where the sentences of banishment 
are so surelyand so impartially carried out, 
there seems to be no hesitation on the part 
of any one to converse witha leper, so long 
as care is taken not tocomein contact with 
the person of the unfortunate. Banishment 
becomes necessary from the fact that what- 
ever the leper uses or handles is liable to 
convey the contagion through an abrasion of 
the skin or otherwise to the next party 
handling the article. Consequently, if it is 
decided tw keep the Salem leper in that city, 
& person will be engaged forthe especial 
purpose of taking care of Derby and of 
everything that he uses. Perhaps an effort 
will be made, however, to secure his admis- 
slonto a colony of lepers in New Bruns- 
wick, where he could receive better attention 
than almost anywhere else. At all events,he 
Is at precast the cause of no little anxiety to 
the city officials of Salem.

ARABI’S BOUQUET. 
The Last Scene of the Rebel Chief’s 
Trial. 


From a Cairo Letter. 


A lady presented a bouquet of flowers to 
the prisoner while he still remained in the 
dock and after he had just done with bow- 
ing his acknowledgments to the court- 
martial. Perhaps it was the promptitude of 
the act, rather than the act itse f, which 
provoked the hissing, as to the cause of 
which so many of us were puzzied.
